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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections -35USC§112 

Claims 6 and 11 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Applicant claims and "inductive resistor" which is 
confusing as to whether the device is a resistor or an inductor or an inductor having a 
resistance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4, 7-9, 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 

the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Powers et al USPN 5,800,460 

or USPN 5,879,374. The applicant in his claims does not specify that the relay is 

connected to the resistor during testing only that the discharge resistor is connected 

during relay testing. Is this regard each of the Powers et al references with regard to 
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figure 7 teach a relay testing system in which a current is supplied by a voltage supply 
generator and a discharge resistor (used in other steps) is connected to the delivery 
system in one state or unconnected in another state. A sense amplifier (measurement 
amplification circuit) measures voltages for the open circuit and closed circuit relay 
connection and measures two different voltages (either zero or generator voltage 94). 
The relay connects a high voltage element to the electrodes (inside circuit 36) and 
automatically switches to resistive connection in lieu of the delivery electrodes. 

Claims 5 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Powers et al USPN 5,800,460 or USPN 5,879,374. To have used a comparator to 
indicate voltage level sufficiency rather the directly measuring a value would have been 
an obvious alternative for determining the defibrillator relay status.
